“ As mi illust rat ion of Btonewall J ack­ 
son’.*« belief in the mat-ter of alisolute obedi­ 
ence to the letter of an order,’’ said a ( 'oil- 
federate veteran, “ I have heard a story told 
of an incident that occurred during the 
Mexican war. 
General J ackson wna then 
h lieuonant of artillery, commanding a 
section composed of two guns. 
In a cer­ 
tain action he was orderetl to occupy a cer­ 
tain position and open fire upon the enemy. 
11 is t wo guns were started for the place, 
w hich was very exposed, and before reach 
iug it he saw that he could not remain there 
10 minutes wit bout losing every horse and 
man he had. 
At the same lime he saw 
that by moving some « 00 yards away his 
fire would be more effective. 
But his or­ 
ders to open fire must be obeyed, so, reach­ 
ing tbt* designated position, the two guns 
were fired 
Then they were limbered up 
and moved to t he new position, and tire was 
opened in earnest and with effect. 
“ 1 could tell of several incidents in which 
J ackson figured,“ he continued, "which 
came under imv notice while a student at 
t he Virginia Military inst itute, where J ack­ 
son was a professor. 
1 remember once how 
a student tried to kill him.
